English harvest operations have com* 
menced. 

The Sultan has greatly increased the 
Turkish forces in Albania, with the avowed 
object of overcomiug resistance of the in- 
habitants to fulfilment of stipulations of the 
Treaty o! Berlin. The number of the army 
is now 50,000. Grave doubts are entertained 
of the bona fidcs of the Porte. 

The Greek Government Is endeavoring to 
negotiate a loan on the London Exchange and 
the Paris Bourse, in order to'pro vide Expenses 
of war. ' ; 

Difficulties in reference to rectification of 
the Greek frontier remain unsettled, In 
answer to the mobilisation of the Greek army 
the Turks have increased their forces on the 
frontier, and an army corps up to full 
strength is posted there. ^ 

Mormon missionaries laboring for some 
time past in many German towns have 
secured large numbers of converts. Com- 
plaints having appeared in the Press, the 
attention of the Government was attracted 
to the movement, and in accordance with 
instructions .from Berlin, the Mormon propo- 
gandists have been expelled frpm Germany, 
and the emigration of their converts strictly 
prohibited. 

. Hostilities have recommenced between the 
Montenegrins and Albanians. There has 
been no engagement between regular troops, 
but bands of armed Montenegrins made raid- 
ing incursions in to A Ibania, Several villages 
were sacked. 

A number of persons implicated in Nihilist 
outrages in Russia having taken refuge in 
Roumania, the Russian Government have 
addressed a demand to Prince Charles for 
surrender of the fugitives. Having consulted 
with his Ministers, Prince Charles returned 
a firm but conciliatory reply, refusing to sur- 
render any fugitives who have sought shelter 
in his territory, and charged with crimes of 
a political character only. 

Satisfactory accounts are given respecting 
harvest prospects in Ireland. In the agri- 
cultural /.districts in the south and west 
the crops give promise of a splendid yield. 
The distress is gradually subsiding, and de- 
mands for relief can be readily mot from 
funds administered by the central comniittees 
in Dublin, 

Agrarian agitation is still rife in Western 
counties of Ireland, and resistance to evictions 
is general.

The Rev. D, Borrie is announced to 
conduct Presbyterian services in this district on 
Sunday next. Mr Borrie probably is the fore- 
runner of a number of clergymen of note who 
will visit Uromwell next week in connection with 
the placing of Mr Blackie. 

, We understand that the Banka have 
reduced the price of gold sixpence per ounce. 
One, of the chief causes of, this reduction is said 
to be the heavy charges falling on the Banks in 
carrying out the escort service from, the various 
centres to Dunedin, 

In terms of a resolution passed by the 
Borough Council at its meeting on Friday even- 
ing, the Mayor convenes a public meeting for 
Thursday afternoon for the purpose of nominat- 
ing five gentlemen to be recommended to the 
Government os Trustees of the Cromwell 
Cemetery, 

The hardest frost experienced this season 
prevailed during the end of last week, and had 
the effect of locking up moat of the water-races 
. in the district. Last night it was milder, and 
to-day has been balmy and spring-like, Almond 
and early peach trees are bn rating their buds, and 
pomologista are dismayed at the prospect of 
severe frosts at this advanced season of the 
year,' “ 

The magnitude of the V rabbit industry" 
in this district is fairly shown by the fact that 
on 30thu.lt. Mr Stewart of Hawksburn station 
shipped for the Home market 45,000 skins, and 
has now in store 10,000 more. Mr Stewart 
estimates that within the past two years the 
carrying ctipaclty of his run has been reduced 
to the extent of 10,000 sheep by the rabbit 
pest. The evil at Hawksbnrn is aggravated by 
Government land adjoining, over which there is 
no supervision to keep down rabbit-breeding. 

The Public Works Btatement was de- 
livered by the hon, Mr Oliver on Thiirsdav 
evening. Among works to be proceeded with 
the Otago Central line is referred to in these 
terms :*-The Bindon section of the Otago Central 
railway, which waa opened to the unemployed 
about a year a^o, will be reserved exclusively 
for them, as ii is now almost the only suitable 
work in Otago on which a large number can be 
employed. At present there are about 700 men 
at work there, and although this number will in 
all probability decrease during the summer 
months, I fear there is no prospect of a complete 
cessation in the demand which will be made on 
us for this kind of employment, and we have 
therefore made provision for supplying it on 
this section. 

The Otago Education Board has recom- 
mended reductions as follows 6 per cent, on 
salaries under L200, and 7^ over; L5 from 
bonusM in each rank ; 25 per cent, from school 
committees. Female students in training reduced 
to L26 per annum ; L15 from mistresses of 
District High Schools. Rates to pupil teachers 
Males: first year, L40 ; second M5 ; third, 
L55 ; fourth, L60, Females : first year, L25 ; 
second, L30 ; third, L35 ; fourth, L40. Travel- 
ling allowance fid per mile, one way. Estimated 
Saving, L6,612 15s. The reduction on salaries 
included the Board's officers, inspectors, teachers, 
and Normal School staff. A general expression: 
of opinion was given that school fees would have 
to he again imposed, Mr Clarke and other mem-

BRITISH AND FOREIGN NEWS

(VROV DUNBDIK DAILIES.) 

London, August 3- 

The Right Hon. Mr Gladstone is progressing 
favorably. The fever is diiriDiahiug. 

Constantinople, August 3. 

The Turkish forces in the districts of Epirus 
and Thessaly have been increased to the extent 
of 50.030 troops, in view of possible hostilities 
with Greece. 

London, August 4. 

The cricket match, Australiaos v. Gloucester- 
shire County Eleven, at Clifton, was resumed 
to-day, when the Home team went in for their 
second innings, and were all disposed of' for 97 ‘ 
runs, the Australians thus scoring another 
victory by 68 runs. Spofforth took seven wickets. 
The Australians will play at Sunderland on the 
12th. 

In the House of Lords last night the Irish 
Tenants* Compensation Bill, which was sent up 
from the House of Commons, came under dis* , 
cussion. After debate the rejection of the bill 
waa moved and carried by 282 to 51 votes. 

Mr Gladstone still continues to improve ia 
health. The feverish symptoma have ceased, 
but he atiU remains weak. 

Cai^utta, August 4 . 

Intelligence has been received from Afghanis- 
tan that Ayoub Khan has advanced to Merkazre, 
for the purpose of attacking the British troops 
under General Phayre, which reached Charaan 
recently from Bolan Pass on their way to rein* 
force General Burrows at Candahar, hut were 
unable to proceed, owing to the disturbed state 
of the country. It is further stated that Ayoub 
is sending a strong force to intercept supplies 
from Bolan Pass. 

Orders have been given to General Roberts to 
march with the northern division of the Briti&h 
array in Afghanistan, numbering 10,000 men, to 
the relief of General Burrows at Candahar, 
General Roberts has further been ordered to act 
m conjunction with the troops under Generals 
Phayre and Sanderaan from the Bolan Pass, so 
that the combined forces may operate against 
Ayoub Khan. . 

It now transpires that the telegraph line be- 
tween Cabul and the frontier waa not cut by 
hostile tribes as at first supposed, but waa 
interrupted from soma other cause. 

London, August 6, 

Mr Gladstone continues to improve, though 
slowly. 

The Australians commenced to-day a match 
against Eighteen of the Hunslet Club, at 
Hunslet, near Leeds. The Home team went in 
first, and scored 75 runs. The AustraUans then 
went in, and were all disposed of for 65, the 
bowling of the Hunslet men being dead on the 
wicket and doing great execution. 

August 6. 

Sir Hercules Robinson will, it is stated, 
succeed Sir Bartle Frere as Governor of Cape 
Colony. 

Troops hive been ordered to Ireland, as dis- 
turbances are feared, 

The Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone still con-

We have only had about two or thr 9 e' 
days'. teally hard frost so far, and the 
remainder has been made up of mild sunshiny, 
mornings and afternoons, the only regret 
connected with which is the inability of those 
who have office business on hand to enjoy 
them. . Through advices from Oromwelf, I 
understand that in respect of- mild weather 
your experience on thp, goldfields has been 
similar to bum this year, and that there have, 
beeii as yet ; pone of the, h eavy snowfalls of 
former seasons. 

. The great event here since I last wrote has 
undoubtedly been the exhibition of J^ew 
Zealand Industries, which, after being open 
for. a week/ closed about a fortnight ago. 
The hojw, fidt nature of its success is 
evidenced by the fact that out of £809 
taken at the doors, only £300 of that sum 
was required for working expenses, is certain 
to lead to a repetition of the undertaking. 
The large drill-shed in Cashel-street con- 
stituted th^ in quo, and it was quite a 
treat to find the spacious hall thronged on 
the occasions of my visits witb appreciative 
spectators. Intense surprise, not unmingled 
with incredulity,' was freely expressed by un- 
mktakeable ‘‘new chums” at some of the 
more finished exhibits which' claimed this 
colony as their origin, and to tell the truth 
there was some excuse for want of faith in 
the. genuineness of such productions as the 
drawing-room furniture shown by Messrs 
White, and W. S. King and Co. of this town, 
amongst which were some splendidly finished 
specimens; of what Ne^ Zealand * can do in 
the upholstering line. Mr M‘Clenahan, well- 
known in your district at one time as a 
traveller’ for Matheson Bros, of Dunedin, 
but who has now taken over their business 
and started Oh his' own account, showed some 
capital engravings on glass which, were freely 
admired. Amongst Dunedin exhibits, which 
were not many, Mcissrs Burt carried off the 
palm for brass and copper works, consisting 
chiefly of specimens of engine fittings and 
gasaliersji <fec. The fair sex gathered 
wonderingly round the stocking machines; 
which, Under the guid ance of two young ladies, 
turned out hose at the rate of a pair every 
twenty minutes, whilst those persons ' of a 
gastronomic turn lingered affectionately near 
some very fine bacon (the curing of which by 
May 'ahd ' others is a speciality in Christ- 
church), and^ then as if to realize to the full 
the emotionr fiuggested by such a sight, 
turned a^corner and paused to contemplate 
the cooking ranges shown by Scott Bros., 
one of which, six feet across and fitted up 
with every appliance for tempting the 
appetite, was particularly noticeable. 

Amongst the industries kept in active 
operation during the exhibition werC a loom 
from the Kaiapoi Clothing Factory, and 
nail ‘ making machine, some very , clever 
modelling by the employee of a pottery, hat- 
making by the workmen of Mr Hulbert (a 
leading man amongst th^ Volunteers ' here, ' 
and one of the prime movers in the idea of 
an exhibition), and a novelty in washing- 
boilers called the “ Fountain Spray,” which 
attracted a goodly crowd of matrons to 
observe its operations. The Railway and 
other bands of music helped considerably to 
enliven the proceedings, and on the whole’ 
th is exhibition , which was initiated and 
carried out most unostentatiously, has to my 
mind markedanewera iu the hiatoryof Kew 
Zealand mauufactares.

bRBADPUL MURDER AT KYE- 
BURN. 

— ^ . 

A horrible murder was committed oh 4th 
inst. at Kyebum, unequalled in atrocity 
only by that of the Dewars in Dunedin; Mrs 
Mary Young, an old and much-esteemed 
resident/a widow, about 60. years of age, re- 
siding in a' lonely house at the Kyeburn 
diggings, eight miles from Naseby, and 
supposed to possess a good sura, of money, 
was the victim. She was found' insensible, 
and died tho following afternoon. The door 
of the house was burst open by large stories 
and knocked off its hinges. Three stones 
found inside the house were from 301b to 601b 
in weight. Two of them were covered with 
blood. A Chinaman,* who was- occasionally 
employed by the deceased, was th,o first to 
give the alarm. Mrs Young appears to have 
been able to speak at this time, and asked 
him to go for assistance. ; On the neighbors 
arriving she was asked who did it— whether 
a Chinaman or European— and she led them 
to understand a Oh ipaman, but at this time 
it is uncertain whether she was unconscious 
or not.. A messenger was sent to Naseby for 
medical aid. Sergeant Morton, accompanied 
by a constable and Dr Whitten, immediately . 
left for the scene, .The house yras found to 
have been ransacked, ■ and the deceased in 
her night-dress was lying on a mattress on 
the floor. She had been lifted from her bed. 
A serious wound was discovered on ' the left 
side of her head ; several of her ribs were 
smashed in, and her collar-bone was broken, 
A hay-fork was found near the house. No 
money or valuables appear to have been taken 
away. Over £1000 in deposit receipts and 
£40 in cash were discovered. The object of 
the murder was evidently to plunder, and 
although all likely places were turned out 
they missed it, as it was kept in a place in 
the kitchen known to herself alone. Mrs' 
Young died from the injuries received at 
about 1.30 p.m, on Wednesday, She was uni- 
versally respected, was kind and obliging, 
and she contemplated returning to Scotland 
very soon. She attended a church meeting 
that afternoon, was in remarkably good 
spirits, and remarked that she was glad she 
would soon be leaving the district; as she was 
beginning to feel somewhat timid at nights. 
The Police and a number of the residents 
have been examining the Chinese huts for 
some evidence to implicate them, but have 
failed. ‘ Whether the deed has been done by 
a European or a, Chinaipan is still a doubtful 
question, and the district is quite excited 
over the event j but the people are hopeful 
that' the perpetrators may soon be ‘ dis- 
covered! 

^ ' August 7. 

The inquest on the ipurdered woman .was 
held at the Kyeburii yesterday. Only two 
witnesses, to identify the body, were ex- 
amined previous to the funeral of deceased, 
which took place at about 2.30 p.m. About 
300 people , from all parts of . the district 
followed the remains to the place of inter- 
ment. A calico mask and pocket^hand- 
kerchief| with stains of blood, have been 
discovered. The front door had evidently 
been broken in by stones, and the injuries 
from which deceased died were inflicted by 
the stones being thrown at her, as they are 
all blood-stained, It is thought that attempts 
were made to gag her. Evidences of a severe 
struggle are apparent on the wrists of the 
deceased, which were black from struggling. 
One of them hqd been bitten, the marks of 
the teeth being plainly discernible under and 
over the wrist. Footprints have also been 
discovered in the neighborhood of the garden 
fence from where the large stones have been 
lifted; Three Chinamen left the district on 
the morning of the murder and one of them 
was arrested in Naseby last night. It is | 
thought that the police have now a clue. 
The evidence given so far tends to implicate 
a Chinaman, hut nothingof a direct character 
has been, elicited. The Rev. J. M‘Cosh 
Smith officiated at the funeral, which was a 
most impressive affair. After the funeral th e 
inquest was resumed and at a late hour was 
adjourned till this morning.

tion to the affairs of the county. It is high iimo 
that the ratepayers looked into this matter and 
swept away a ainecure office for which* the honor 
and necessary * expenses are quite sufficient 
salary. Further, the ' absurdity of having a 
high-salaried engineer for each county, when one^ 
duly qualified engineer could now, as in former.* 
years, do ,,Uie work needful for half a-dozea 
conn lies, ia apparent to all except prejudiced or 
interested parties. The ruin of . our County* 
financially has not been retarded by this multi- 
plication of official billets; But Jet the people,: 
or rather the fatejpayers, see to it that these are’ 
reduced, and let their occupants go and work 
for themselves like the rest, of their fellow' 
colonistaeitheras8ettlerB,merchaht3or menu : , 
facturors. It is this billet system which has 
given rise: to much snobbery and created an ' 
upstart aristocracy of officialdom, which in its " 
foolish pride affects to despise the very people 
whose bread they eat and whose servants they 
are. . . . • ; . ^ ; 

Turning again to this same pounty in which 
we live, -we find these evils in full blossom. The 
very beginning of this County’s government was . 
in extravagance! and has continued in the same. . 
Though they had official buildings at Cromwell 
ready to hand that were quite sufficient for A 
much larger territory tinder the old Piovincial ' 
system, and are quite sufficient at the present 
moment for all : the business ' transacted by the 
dozen gentlemen who at present form our County 
parliament, what must our astute chairman do . 
(regardless of his word of honor to the people of 
Gromwe4.that these old Provincial Buildings- 
might be used for County purposes) but create 
a new County town, with new County buildinge . 
utterly out of proportion to the requirements of 
the County. . This was their first extravagance, 
and it has gone 6n increasing ever since. County 
money is squandered to keep up and save from 
death and stagnation a village that has neither ' 
situation,’ nor resources, nor industries, nor sur- 
roundings to keep it in existence, whilst the ! 
central and outlying and industrial parts of the 
County are made to pay tribute to keep up what ! 
is only a hamlet of Gauuty and Government 
officials. And yet, although such a state of 
things exists, nothing is done to avert it, and ' 
the hard-working, intelligent people of every 
district in the County seem to be under the 
thraldom of the mushroom aristocracy raised on 
: this heap of officialdom. It is spokeii of both 
by the people who live beside it, by visitors who 
' pass through the district, and is even occasion- 
ally noticed in the public Press. Yet withal it 
goes on from year to year. The people seem to 
be asleep, and no one dares to raise his voice to 
point out the evil, and so the thraldom of official- 
dom reigna in quietness ; but there are those 
who, if they only would, are not afraid to speak 
out, and the time is coming when their voices 
will be heard, and this is the first voice that 
calls upon the electors of the County to rise and 
do their duty, showing that neither the all- 
powerful influence of the crafty Chairman nor 
the local pride of a clique of servile officials and 
their friends at Clyde shall determine where or 
at what expense the people of this County shall

The Tuapeka paper reports that on Satur- 
day a painful accident occurred to one of Mr 
James Crow’s boys— a lad about 10 years of 
age. It appears that he and a number of 
boys were playing together with bows and 
arrows, when an arrow from one of them 
shot him in the eye. The sight, we are in- 
firmed, is completely gone, but it is hoped 
the eye will heal, and not require to be taken 
out, ' ‘ 

Two men and a woman, named John 
Thomas, John Dutton, and Isabella Thomas, 
have been brought before the police bench in 
Dunedin on nine different charges of bur- 
glary and stealing from dwellings. All the 
three are not in every case, but they are all 
connected one way or another. They have 
been committed for trial. 

The Orey Riwr Argui protests strongly 
against the excessively misleading accounts 
published ^by a Christchurch paper, and 
pretty extensively copied, concerning the 
diggings to the south of Ross. The goldfields 
in the neighborhood of Ross have been 
prospected over and over again, and the 
Okari to diggings are up to the present limited, 
and not worthy of being called a rush, much 
less to recommend that a trial shipment of 
Canterbury unemployed should be sent over 
to prospect for gold. 

The Cemeteries Bill, just introduced by 
Mr RoUeston, provides for the management 
of cemeteries, cemetery trusts, registration of 
burials, &c. It also prohibits burial in towns 
or places where there are more than 10 
resident householders. It authorises the 
closing of cemeteries where necea'iary, with a 
proviso for the husband, wife, parent, child, 
brother, or sister being buried in the same 
grave with a deceased person. There is a 
£100 penalty for burial contrary to the Act. 
Exhumation or removal is sanctioned under 
special circumstances. Section 62 authorises 
cremation. 

It appears that among the assets of the 
Oity of Glasgow Bank was a gold reef in the 
Indian mines, to which public attention has 
lately been directed, and it now appears that 
this ** claim” has proved very rich; indeed 
it is rumored that its product may possibly 
be of sufficient value to return a moiety of 
the Bank’s debts, the payment of which 
utterly ruined so many well-to-do share- 
holders. But those and much the larger 
number who have failed or compounded with 
the . liquida tors will have nu share in this 
windfall, which will go to the very am all 
number who have been rich enough to 
weather the storm and retain their position 
on the roll. 

It. is whispered (says an English paper) that 
the Iri^h famine, of which we have heard so 
much, is and has been from the beginning a 
gi^^aiitic imposture. That very severe dis- 
tress has existed in particular districts of Ire- 
land is undoubted ; but the great famine of 
the sensation telegraphists and the illnstrated 
papers is, we are told, more or less mythical. 
It seems that, if we are correctly informed, 
an unconscious conspiracy has been going 
on to exaggerate this distress ; benevolent 
peeresses and National journalists vieing 
with one another in what to the latter has 
long been the congenial task of magnifying 
the woes of Ireland.

A Kelly Gang Incident.

A correspondent writes to the Geelong 
Tims the folloi^'ing story, giving one of the 
incidents of the long siege of the Kellys 
** Although the, fact of tne desperadoes being 
the whole time in the vicinity of the scenes 
of their exploits, was known to the police, the 
robbers’were pever actually Been to be re- 
cognised, save by sympathisers, for a period 
of about 13 months. The occasion on which 
they were unconsciously under cover of one 
at least of the police rifies, is told as follows r 
Shortly after the Jerilderie bank robbery, it 
appears that Sherritt ■ proffered on ^ several 
occasions to lead the police to where, the 
Kellys were, but fearing treachery on the 
part of one who was supposed to be *^hand 
and glove” with them, the offers were de- 
clined. At length, it having reached the 
ears of Superintendent Hare that the outlaws 
were not very far away in the ranges, and 
that Sherritt was prepared to point them 
out, he accepted the offer* Taking with him 
a single trooper (Phillips, I think), the three 
sallied forth at nightfall, and traversed a 
mile of the rugged country ; till at about the 
hour of 2 in the morning, Hist !” from the 
lips of Sherritt brought the little party to a 
halt. Pointing to a small flickering fire some 
200 yards away, he whispered, “ There they 
are,” but to make assurance doubly sure, he 
crept forward near enough to recognise each 
of the four outlaws beyond doubt. Return- 
ing to Hare and the trooper, he said— “Sure 
enough it’s them*' Go forward and satisfy 
yourself. But the only favor 1 ask is— don’t 
shoot Joe Byrne. Give him a chance to get 
away. And now 1 must go. If it was known 
that T was here, my life would not be worth 
one hour to me,” and he disappeared. We 
can well imagine that, for a moment, Mr 
Hare looked at the trooper, and the trooper 
at Hare. * ‘ Are you ready for thorn ?” asked 
the latter. “ IMl do whatever you ask me 
sir,” answered the trooper. “ Then remain 
here, and hold the horses in readiness to 
assist mo at any instant.” The conversation, 
of course, went on in whispers, and as it 
ended the oflScer glided stealthily forward in 
the darkness, till within an easy range of 
prey. Now came the risk, To ensure any- 
thing like safety, he must, for certain, pick 
ofi two of the outlaws. Once, twice, a dozen 
times, he raised his rifle and took aim, but 
the unsteady flickering of the small fire, and 
the uneasy movements of the bushrangers, 
marred the certainty of the shot. Upon that 
shot hung life with some thousands of pounds 
on the one hand ; death on the other. It 
was a time of unimaginable anxiety ; but he 
determined to wait for the dawn, and slowly 
enough the hours crept on. At last the day 
broke, while he watched the spot with in- 
creasing eagerness, till the light was sufficient 
to show him that the birds had flown. 
Doubtless the snorting of the liorses, or some 
sound, had fallen upon the practised ears of 
the band, and scared them. On examining 
the spot, it was found that a meal was in 
course of preparation, for the billy was still 
boiling on the fire. And thus passed the 
greatest and only chance, until the grand 
finale, of settling the Kellys.” 



A Strange Story. 

A remarkable case of regal ingratitude 
is onpe more coming to the front, a ctHiiniittee 
of gentlemen, resident in Deptford and 
Greenwich, including the Rev. Edward 
Wallace and Mr Stacey Adams, having been 
on Saturday appointed to inquire into its 
merits, and if necessary to memorialise the 
Home Secretary thereupon. The facts toH 
briefly are as follows:— On the 24th of 
Auejnst, 1822, the Queen, then a child, and 
called. Princess Alexandrina, was riding 
through Kensington - gardens in a pony 
carriage. As the vehicle was driven down 
the broad path by the water side an immense 
retriever came bounding from the lake with 
a large stick held cross- wise in its mouth, 
and running beneath the pony, so frightened 
the animal that the carriage was overturned 
on to the footway, and the Princess thrown 
out. Before, however, the weight of the 
carriage could come upon the child, a soldier 
who had been watching the party sprang 
forward, and seizing the Princess by the 
dress, at the risk of being himself dangerously 
injured^ by the falling chaise, swung her 
safely into his arms. Amongst the crowd 
which collected a subscription, amounting to 
some 18s. was made up and bunded over to 
the brave fellow wh(» had saved the future 
Queen of England from a terrible and agonis- 
ing death, and tlie pony being presently 
quieted, and the carriage righted, the Princess 
and her attendant proceeded towards the 
palace, the man who had saved her life being 
told to folhiw them. This, with some 
dittjculty, Ilia thigh having been badly cut 
against the carriage step, he did, and arriv- 
ing soon after in the ante-room, he was pre- 
sented with the magnificent sum of one 
guinea and the thanks of the Duchess of 
Kent for saving her dear child’s life, with a 
promise that something more should be dune 
for him. That man was John Maloney, a 
linesman in the 73rd Foot, and for four years 
he waited patiently for the “something.” 
An accident disabling his wife, he wrote to 
the Duchess reminding her of her promise, 
and asking assistance on behalf of hia injured 
helpmate. Three weeks later an answer 
came, stating that General Lord Harris 
would shortly be the bearer of a gift from 
the Duchess, and ten days afterwards John 
Maloney was ordered into the presence of 
the General himself. “John Maloney,” said 
the General, “I feel it great pleasure in 
presenting you with £5, the gift of her 
Royal HighneBB the Dui^ess of Kent, for 



your gallant and manly conduct in saving 
her dear child’s life on the 29th of August, 
1822, in Kensington Gardens ; but you are 
to understand that is an acquittance, and 
yon are not to make any further appeal to 
her Highness.” And an acquittance it was, 
for although Maloney falling ill and having 
left the 73rd, more than one application was 
made, except a few shillings given him from 
the poor-box of the metropolitan police 
courts, not another penny has he received, 
and to-day, 80 years of age, in feeble health, 
with failing sight, and a wife as aged and 
infirm as himself, the man who saved the 
Queen’s life is dependent for his subsistance 
upon the charity of the streets, and an army 
pension of sixpence a day. It is sincerely to 
1)0 hoped that the committee at work will do 
something to relievo the distress of this poor 
old couple, for if help does not speedily 
arrive there will be no alternative for thorn 
but to end their days in the parish work- 
house,— London paper, June 16. 



A Desperate Struggle. 

The Ottawa Oiiizen of June 20th says : — 
Some days ago it was announced that Mr 
John Connolly, who was atone time employed 
on the Lachine Canal, at Mr Davis’s section, 
had been killed by the Mexicans. The 
accounts of the affair, which are to hand, 
show that Mr Connolly died in company with 
two Americans, It seems that Messrs Arnold 
and Stephen had entered into a contract witli 
the Trojes Mining and Smelting Company of 
London, England, whose mines were located 
at Angongeo, in the State of Michigan, 
Mexico, a mining settlement about 110 miles 
across the mountains, westward from the city 
of Mexico; They were to tunnel the mine, 
and worked harmoniously enough with every 
one for a few weeks. They were then asked 
to go over to Senor Soto Mayer’s mine, a 
short distance away, to undertake a similar 
tunnel there. Here were met the first un- 
friendly greetings, and soon afterwards the 
fact dawned upon the contractors that they 
were unpopular with the natives, who called 
them “ Yankees.” On March 16th one of 
the laborers refused to work, and when given 
his pay of three reals, about Is English, he 
refused to take it, and wanted four. Con- 
nolly refused, and a quarrel ensued, which 
ended in the rascal attacking Connolly, who 
fired at him. Mr Stephens, one of the party, 
says that Connolly shut himself up in the 
hut to be out of the way, but was attacked 
by the man, who beat in the door of the hut 
with stones. Cohiiolly then fired three or 
four shots from a revolver over the man’s 
head to frighten him, but it made the fellow 
worse, and drawing a sword he rushed 
towards Connolly, who shot him in the legs 
with a shot-gun, not wishing to kill him. A 
very excited crowd of the natives soon sur- 
rounded the wounded man, and threatened 
to kill all the Americans. One man drew a 
Bword upon Connolly and slashed him across 
the shoulder, when Connolly, who had his 
revolver in his hand, fired at his assailant, 
and in a minute was attacked by the crowd. 
The “Yankees” were separated, Mr Stephens 
going to the judge of the village for assist- 
ance. The latter sent a lieutenant and eight 
soldiers to the scene, and when the latter left 
the gaol an attack w'as made upon Stephens, 
who was witli difficulty saved by being shut 
up in the gaol. A large force was collected 
on the following morning, March 16th, and 
were sent to the scene of the riot. Mean- 
time the rioters had caged the Canadian, and 
those who were with him, in the adobe hut 
in which they resided. They were surrounded, 
but not dismayed, and after barricading the 
hut they did their best in defending it 
through holes which they cut in the panels. 
Their assailants, after two or three had been 
wounded in the attempt to force the door, 
found it too hot and gave up. For a time 
they were baulked, then some of them, more 
fiendish than the others, set fire to the roof. 
Smoked out, poor Connolly rushed out on 
the verandah, and, seizing a discharged rifle 
from a soldier’s hand, defended himself 
nobly, all to no purpose. One after another 
of the miscreants had fallen around Connolly, 
who fought with his clubbed musket ; but he 
could do little against such feariul odds. 
His assailants kept at arras length from him, 
and after vainly trying to overpower him the 
circling noose of a lasso dropped around his 
neck and ho was pulled to the ground, and 
literally trampled and stabbed to death. 
Poor Arnold, trying to come to his friend’s 
assistance, was struck down with a blow of a 
sword, and afterwards stabbed all over till 
hardly any of the flesh on his face and breast 
were visible. Youmana lay dead^ shot 
through the • right eye and terribly battered 
with stones. One of the murderers, named 
Mondragine, was arrested, as was also the 
boy who threw the lasso around poor Con- 
nolly’s neck.
